Those prominent in the German bu si­ 
ness commu nity are particu larly con­ 
cerned ov er the rise in share v alu e of 
West German corporations held by for­ 
eign interests.

Chancellor Erhard is an economist 
dedicated to the principle of free cap­ 
ital flow, and thu s is u nlikely to erect 
barriers against foreign inv estment as 
su ch. It wou ld not be su rprising, how­ 
ev er. if he did protect domestic capi­ 
tal to the point of at least making it 
competitiv e with i m po r t e d inv estments. 
At pi e s e n t, tax laws fav or the for­ 
eign inv estor. 
The good relationship American in­ 
v estors hav e bu ilt u p with the Ger­ 
mans ov er the last IB y ears is not in 
■jeopardy . Bu t the spectacu lar rise o f 
foreign specu lation in the West Ger­ 
man economy cannot be ex pected to 
continu e mu ch longer.

The common cold deriv es its 
name from its frequ ency rather 
than from its character. T h e 
hav oc it cau ses is v ariou sly es­ 
timated as affecting the econo­ 
my of the nation by hu ndreds of 
millions of dollars. 
The 
concentrated 
efforts 
of 
phy sicians and scientists on the 
cau ses, 
prev ention 
and 
trea t­ 
ment of the common cold hav e 
not y et produ ced 
any definite 
adv ance in these areas. 
The common cold is cau sed 
by a filterable v iru s or grou ps 
of 
v iru ses, 
some 
identified, 
others still elu siv e. It is a high­ 
ly contagiou s discase that oc­ 
cu rs in epidemic form, especial­ 
ly in ov ercrowded schools, in­ 
du stries and commu nities. 
The incu bation period of t h e 
common cold v aries between 12 
hou rs and 72 hou rs. When once 
the sy mptoms of infection are 
established, Hie patient becom­ 
es more v u lnerable to the inv a­ 
sion of other germs which nor­ 
mally lie dormant in one’s own 
respiratory tract. It is for this 
special reason that emphasis is 
l a i d on treating t h e common 
cold early , in order to k e e p it 
confined and u ncomplicated. 
The best way to prev ent t h e 
common cold is to av oid tho fac­ 
tors that predispose it. Su dden 
w-etting or chilling of the body 
or the feet is one important fac­ 
tor. It is recommended that 
w arm bath be taken as qu ickly 
as p o s s i b l e after su ch ex po­ 
su re. Other contribu ting factors 
are d r a f t s , inhalations of ir­ 
ritating fu mes, allergies, fatig 
u c and emotional u psets. 
Particu lar care shou ld be tak 
en to av oid close contact with 
any one who is already infected 
D r o p I e t s in a sneeze will 
spread the 
common cold with 
great rapidity . 
After children hav e been play 
ing in the snow or hav e been 
ex posed to chilling rain, many 
mothers find that a warm bath 
has warded off possible colds. 
Treatm ent 
of 
the 
common 
cold consists mainly of rest in 
bed for at least 24 to 48 hou rs 
after tile tem peratu re 
has re­ 
tu rned to 
normal. 
Antibiotics, 
antihistamines and antipy retics 
(for fev er) shou ld be u sed only 
u nder the specific direction of 
the phy sician. 
Nasal drops in limited qu an­ 
tity , followed by steam inhala­ 
tions, can be v ery comforting. 
A light bu t nu tritiou s diet, with 
an increase in flu ids, is benefi­ 
cial. 
Special note mu st be taken of 
the fact that there is an u nu su al 
sense o f weakness and fatigu e 
fo llo wing a bo ut with the co m ­ 


mon cold. Retu rn to fu ll activ i­ 
ty shou ld be gradu al. Su pple­ 
mentary v itamins are consider 
cd by some to be helpfu l. 
The common cold is closely 
related by sy mptoms to the in­ 
flu enza and Asian flu . Althou gh 
an epidemic of influ enza is not 
ex pected in any great form this 
season, 
immu nization 
against 
the known strains of the influ en­ 
za v iru s is recommended by fe­ 
deral and state agencies. Those 
who were immu nized last y ear 
are adv ised to hav e a booster 
shot to maintain any immu nity 
it may confer. The adv antages 
of immu nization against influ ­ 
enza are especially significant 
lo the elderly and to the debili­ 
tated. 
It is hoped that, before long, 
similar v accines will be av aila­ 
ble against the 
common cold. 
Until then, concentration on pre­ 
cau tion, prev ention 
and 
early 
treatm ent of sy mptoms will av ­ 
oid many 
of the 
u npleasant 
complications 
of the common 
cold.
